That the Htalian fleet 
‘wanted {0 keep at as respeclable a distance ay 
povsible ix evidenced by the early use of smoke 
Sereens, As the German news agency so, aptly 
puts it in its description of the encounter “After 
the’ laying of smoke screens which hid the 
Halian ships to (sie) the vision of the enem; 
the distance between the two fests then again 
became greater.” The distance between the two 
fgets became greater because, obviously, the 
Ualians were in retreat, so, that it follows that 
after the initial engagement when the Halians 
Suffered some damage the action dexenerated 
Into a chase, in whieh the swifter Malian vessels 
had the advantage.

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THE QUESTION OF EIRE 
July 10 


With the zero hour of the German onslaught 
upon the British Isles rapidly approaching 
the question of the status of the Irish Free 
State is becoming of increasing importance. 
As a result of the usual type of insinuation 
in the German press, to the effect that Irish 
neutrality was not being strictly observed, 
lund that the present situation in Ireland was 
comparable with that in the Low Countries 
fon the eve of the German invasion in May, 
the Government leaders of Ulster and Eire 
have been in consultation. The greatest 
secrecy has been maintained regarding these 
negotiations which are so closely linked 
with the question of British national defence, 
but it ig said thot without a doubt a scheme 
would be devised which would save Eire's 
neutrality on the one hand, and at the same 
time prevent that countey being used by the 
Germans as a jumping-off place for attacks on 
England, Wales and Scotland from the west. 
While very considerable attention has been 
paid to the defence of the British Isles along 
he south and cast coast, the possibility of 
the Germans seeking to strike from the north 
fof west has not been lost sight of, and it is 
fan ingontestible fact that, were the Germans 
‘able to secure any very reat foothold in 
Ireland, the possibility of subjecting Great 
Britain’ to a close blockade would become 
very great. Germany in control of Ireland 
Would command the sea routes to the western 
porls of the United Kingdom, and the chances, 
that Herr Hitler contemplates some sucht 
stroke are not in the circumstances to be light 
iy disregarded, "Thus a preliminary attempt 
would doubtless be made to land substantial 
forces in Eire by means of aeroplanes, and 
parachutes, for it is quite unlikely that the 
enemy would seek to despatch troops by. sea 
in view of the fact that the British Navy 
would be In a position adequately to deat 
with any convoys which might be despatched 
for that purpose. ‘The attempt to do so by 
ir would be risky enough, for not only woutet 
Tavge bodies of men be required, but a con~ 
tinuat stream of aeroplanes necessary to 
maintain them once the troops had been 
landed. 

Mr. de Valera, Prime Minister of Eire, is 
socking to lake every advantage of the situa 
tion in an endeavour to accomplish his con 

lently held ambition to bring about a 
fusion of the two parts of Ireland. ‘The 
attitude of Ulster is one of loyalty to the 
Empire. Tt is just as much a combatant as 
the rest of the United Kingdom, and it has 
already been pointed out that to agree to 
fusion at the present moment would be to 
bandon Great Britain and adopt the same 
precarious neutrality as that of Eire, which 
depends not so much for its preservation 
upon what Mr. de Valera would like to do.

ALEXANDRIA AGREEMENT 
July 1 

‘The agreement between the British ond 
French admirals at Alexandria under whieh 
the French fleet in that port will be im- 
‘mobilized will, it is hoped, put an end to the 
miserable business which commenced at 
Oran. ‘The agreement: provides that the war 
vessels shall be put into such a condi 
that they’ cannot put to sea, that they shall 
‘be demilitarized, and that the crows left on 
board shall only be sufficient for maintenance 
work. So with the exception of those ships 
which have taken refuge at Martinique, and 
‘whieh are being watched by the British, 
thote others which were taken to British ports 
immediately after the signing of the Armis- 
tice, and those four vessels which took 10 
raiding British commerce from Casablanca 
the French Navy has been accounted for, and. 
only a ‘very small portion of it remains in 
enemy hands. ‘Thus the German scheme to 
secure possession of the French Navy and so 
change the balanee of sea power has beon 
completely foiled, and the mastery of the’ 
seas, so necessary before any serious attempt 
to invade Britain ean hope to sueceed, has com 
pletely been foiled. Herr Hitler has'been dis-| 
Appointed of his hopes in that the most im- 
portant fruits of victory, namely. the French 
Navy, have been wrested from him, and 
naval position is now no better and no worse| 
than it was before Marshal Petain signed the 
Armistice. Admiral Godefroy. the French 
aval commander, not only did the wisest 
but the most honourable thing in accepting 
the British terms, wisest because there was 
little or no hope that he would ever be able| 
to escape to a French port, most honourable| 
because he refused to be a party to the great 
fact of betrayak to be found in the Armistice 
liself.

THE BURMA ROAD 
July 
The telegram from our special corres 
pondent in ‘Tokyo that reliable British quar= 
tors state that Sir Robert Craigie, the Bri- 
tish Ambassador to Japan, has been yiven 
‘authority to exercise his own discretion ex- 
tending over a wide range in his talks with 
Mr. Arita, Japanese Foreign Minister, on the| 
subject of Hongkong and the request for the 
‘closing of the Burma Road, will, it is hoped, 
prove to be correct. No official announcement 
has been made to this effect, though in the 
circumstances it seems to be about the best 
method of procedure if quick results are to} 
bbe obtained, though it may readily be anti- 
cipated that no matter what agreement may 
be reached between Sir Robert and Mr. 
Arita, it will be subject to the approval of 
the British Government. Sir Robert has so 
greatly distinguished himself in his negotia- 
tions with Japan that this new development 
is the wisest course to adopt in the light of 
all the circumstances. The terms of the 
British reply to Japan's original request have 
not yet been officially made known either by 
Great Britain or Japan, though a Japanese 
communique professes to report what Sit 
Robert told Mr. Arita. Tt was to the effect 
that the export of military supplies from 
Hongkong for Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek 
had been prohibited, indicating some attempt 
to meet the Japanese demands. With regard 
fo the Burma Road, it is stated that the Bri- 
tish view is that it' presents a more complex 
problem, the difficulty lying in the legal 
tracing of military supplies “owing to the 
inelusion of Burmese and Indian products. 
It is stated also to have been pointed out 
that, as a direct result of the rains from’ 
June to September, not one-tenth of normal 
‘quantities are being transported. With this 
reply the Japanese Foreign Minister express- 
fed deep dissatisfaction, urging a furthe 
Feconsideration of the matter, whereupon it 
fs stated Sir Robert promised to refer the 
matter to London. 1 is obvious that with 
the Indo-China-Japanese agreement relating 
{0 the control of transit of goods through the 
French Colony, there can be no import of 
war materials from Hongkong. 
It will be noticed that the Japanese request 
with regard to the Burma Road, is not for 
the prohibition of the passage of war material 
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over it, but for its total closing, a somewhat 
tentively different matter. Tn fact what Japan 
is demanding is that Great Britain should 
assist in ing a blockade of the

HELPING THE ENEMY 
July 13. 

‘The news published in yesterday's issue, 
to the effect that the Ministry of Information 
will launch an urgent intensive campaign to 
organize Great’ Britain into a “sixth column” 
to kill rumours, and indisereet talk, raises 
‘4 local question which Britons and their al- 
lies would do well to consider. Old residents 
will remember the familiar “Bunder,” a 
rumour set afoot by whom nobody knew, and 
yet which invariably took a great deal of 
Killing. Of recent years they have become 
more frequent, and even more persistent, and 
there is not a’ newspaper in town whieh has 
not, time after time, had to spend much 
effort merely to prove that current stories 
were not {ruie. In most instances they were 
traceable to the more disreputable mani- 
pulators of currency and operators on the 
local share market, seeking to wrest a small 
profit by the launching of rumours calculated 
fo affect the market one way or another. 
‘There is no way of dealing with these people, 























or of punishing their very apparent dis 
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honesty. Since the European war com- 
meneed Shanghai has witnessed a growing 
‘whispering campaign, in which all manner 
of rumours calculated to inspire a spirit of| 
defeatism amongst the Allies has developed. 
Jt needs no great amount of thought to 
realize whence this originated. The Ger- 
‘mans, past masters at the art of prevarication 
by direct allegation, or by suggestion, may. 
not be able to mix freely with local Britons 
‘nd citizens of allied states, but they can and 
do. launch their stories ‘through neutrals, | 
who in their turn ean and do mix with the! 
allied peoples. This is in fact what is hap~ 
ening, and the neutrals, perhaps, in good 
faith, perhaps not, pass ‘their “information” 
‘along 10 their allied friends, for what it is 
worth, It eventually reaches the mahjongg 
and bridge tables, or places where old women 
of the sterner sex congregate, and the tales 
grow in magnitude to such an extent that 
even the original enemy fabricators would 
probably not recognize them. With the one 
exception, that the authors of these fables 
are known, Quintillian’s definition is still in 
‘the circumstances the best -— 

Rumour is a sort of talk spread about with- 
cut any author, to which il-will has given 
A beginning, and credulity growth, 

11 has to be said outright that any Briton,| 
‘any person of allied nationality, who helps in 
eiving curreney {0 these fabrications, is guilty 
of betraying the cause for which their coun 
tries are fighting. ‘They are just as actively 
assisting the enemy as if they were trading 
with him, or providing him with information, 
and are ‘performing a particula:ly insidious 
service, even in Shanghai, which has simply 
got to stop. One of the most ridiculous 
stories current at present is to the effect that 
the Germans are preparing to hold a victory 
ball in the Cercle Sportif Francais on August 
1, ‘That story has been told to members of 
the staff of this journal with all sorts 
of trimmings, one informant going 30 
far as to slate that so much was’ this 
‘the case that her own modiste could not 
‘work for her at present as she was so busy 
making evening gowns for the German 
‘women who expect to attend. The fact of] 
the matter is that the invitation cards are not 
‘yet out, and there is every reason to believe 
‘that they will never be issued, for August 1, 
er for that matter any other date. Now, 
ridiculous as the story undoubtedly is, those 
‘who assist in giving it currency are helping: 
the enemy in their endeavour to arouse un 
necessary anxiety amongst the allied com- 
munities in Shanghai. It serves them no} 
particular purpose, and can contribute no- 
thing to the ultimate decision of the war, but) 
the simian habit of imitating locally what 
they are endeavouring to do in Europe is} 
something which they cannot overcome. 
People who hear gossip tending to show that 
Britain isin a. parlous condition, which 
every utterance of her statesmen show not to 
‘ve the case, should remember its source. It 
originates with the enemy, and is designed 
to have a certain moral effect. The enemy ean 
only hope to succeed in their efforts if eredul= 
ous people azsist in spreading thelr stories, and 
in fact working for the enemy, and it'is a 
regrettable fact that people, who would rather 
die than do anything to help the adversary, 
‘will lightly further his aims in this manner. 

Fortunately there are some Britons who 
have been personally taking a strong line 
‘with rumour-mongers, and there have been 
some very severe rebukes handed out on 
‘oceasion. In Southampton it was found 
necessary to supply responsible citizens with 
cards which they would hand to irresponsible 
talkers, bearing the motto “Don't you think 
gossip ‘may be dangerous?” and it was 
thought disgraceful to be handed one of such. 
It may eventually be necessary to adopt some 
similar method in Shanghai unless matters 
improve considerably, or even to take stron- 
wer action. It is unfortunate perhaps that 
certain war legislation adopted in Great Bri 
tain cannot be adopted here, but loyal Britons 
would be doing themselves and their Empire 
A service, if they brought to the notice of 
the proper authorities the fact that certain 
persons were persistent _rumour-mongers. 
‘There is no question about whether Britai 
‘ind her Allies will win this war. ‘That issue 
is not for one moment in doubt. ‘The real 
query is not “if," but “when,” and the sooner. 
some of the more chieken-hearted people who 
fare swayed by every foolish rumour current 

the better it will be for the com= 

of their minds. It has to be remembered 
ince the commencement of the \ 
all manner of rumours have been propagated 
concerning the wonderful new weapons the 
Germans are said to possess. ‘The appearance 
of the magnetic mine was claimed as one of 
them, ‘That weapon was known of during 
the last war. Other yarns have been spread 
About the possibility of angsthetising “the 
British Isles to enable to German troops to 
march in, or to freeze it into a solid block, 
‘There were people foolish enough to believe 
them. ‘They played the German game. ‘That 
is not British.” It is necessary that. Britons 
should close their ranks against this insidious 
Propaganda which the Germans seek to 
spread. In most instances a moment's eare- 
ful thought would dispel any belief in the 
tales which circulate. They probably are 
not believed by those who spread them, but 
fare merely passed on as stories good enough 
for the {elling. This form of “currency

In this connection it is necessary to give a 
word of explanation to those numerous 
readers, who wrote in suggesting that the 
“North-China Daily News” should inaugurate 
an aeroplane fund similar to that operated 
with sch great success by its Hongkong con- 
temporaries, and offering their services. ‘The 
matter was very seriously considered, and it] 
was only in deference to official opinion on 
the matter that the suggestion was not im 
mediately acted upon. The fact that the pro- 
eceds of the Voluntary War Contribution 
Fund are to be devoted to the purchase of 
aeroplanes receives this journal's heartiest 
support, and it is because of that that the Fund 
is warmly recommended to the attention of 
all British readers. Excellent as have been 
the results of the Central British War Fund, 
it has been realized that while the objects 
fo which the money has been devoted were 
thoroughly worthy, there was, and still is a 
large section of Britons in Shanghai who 
feel that they would like to know that at 
‘any rate some of the money they are able to 
subscribe is to be used for the specific pur- 
pose of hitting back at the enemy.

‘These words should be Jaid up in the hearts 
of every Briton, and, were it possible, they 
should be bound for a sign upon their hands 
‘and as frontlets between their eyes, They 
are extracted from the fighting speech which 
‘Mr. Churchill broadeast to the nation and 
the Empire on Sunday night. That speech 
was relayed to the United States and Ameri- 
cans throughout that country listensd to the 
valiant words of a man who since he has 
assumed power has made his promises good, 





















and has proved himself the only possible re- 
ply to Hitler that the democracies in Europe 
it 


‘could produce. In the United States 
‘created a most favourable impression, as 
must surely have done in other countries save 
perhaps in Germany, Yet, even in that 
rountry where there are millions of souls 
themselves awaiting release from their pre= 
sent thraldom, it may have struck out a 
spark of response. In a speech full of in- 
spired phrases it is almost impossible to 
choose the most striking, but it can be said 
without fear of contradiction that Mr. 
Churehilt has told the whole truth not only. 
of the situation but of the determination of 
the whole nation, the whole Empire, to fight 
‘on until the hideous fabrication of a’ diseased 
mind shall be brought low and Europe and 
the world released from the nightmare which 
Hitler has released upon them. It_ matters 
not whether the ordeal be short or long. If 
it is short, Britain and the world will be all 
the more’ grateful to a Divine Providence 
which has so ordered it; if it is long, it will 
be fought out all the more determinedly be- 
‘cause when Britain entered this struggle it 
‘expected nothing else. Mr. Churehill has given 
the answer, if such were necessary, 10 enemy. 
suggestions’ that Great Britain was seeking. 
‘out peace terms. She secks none, and will 
{tolerate no parley. A great Empire now 
thoroughly aroused to its peril is preparing 
to fight for its very existence, an existence 
upon which the fate of a great portion of 
the world ultimately depends, for 
Who stands if freedom fall? 
Who dies if England live? 

There is a great deal in Mr. Churchill's 
suggestion that the enemy plans for the in- 
vasion of Britain may have undergone a pro- 
found change during the past two months. 
In the past jt seems to have been predicated 
‘upon the belief that huge British forees would 
be held up in France, and that the British 
Isles would be but ‘ill-prepared 0 meet 
the contemplated invasion. Such is not 
now the ease, and to that extent it would 
scem that the Hitlerian scheme has gone 
awry, and that present delays are due largely 
to the necessity for improvising fresh methods 
of meeting a new situation. It was one thins 
fo plan an invasion against Britain with he 
main forces overseas, but an ent 
problem when the islands are 
million-and-a-half men fully trained and 
‘equipped, and auxiliary forces disposed to 
meet such threats as the much extolled para~ 
chute troops. German successes have Jed not 
{o the dissipation of British strength but to 
ils concentration, first for the purpose of 
defence and later it is to be hoped for attack. 
During this month every week end will see 
200,000 more men called to the colours, or 
1,200,000 within the next four weeks. Thus,

Musicians’ Bonus 


Shanghai, July 12. 
Following the deliberations of the 





‘ng a petition received from musicians 
in'the employ of the Munieipal Coun- 
cll that their income be inereased, 
the Counell at a meeting on July 
10 decided to act’ on the recom: 
‘mendations of the committee and 
rant the musicians an’ increase of 
thelr temporary bonus from 40 to 6 
per cont. 

According to a report issued by the 
Couneit yesterday, it was stated that 
the ‘committee was of unanimous 
‘agreement that unless the petition of 
the musicians was acceded 10, the 
efficiency of the orchestra and ‘band 
would” be considerably. militated 
against. Doubt was expressed regard- 
ing Its ability to earry on at all, The 
committce-felt that the Couneil should 
enable the orchestra and band. to 
ontinve its funetions wnt such ime 
as the ratepayers may decide as {0 
its future. 

‘According to the pay sheet of the 
orchestra. it was stated, the commitice 
stressed the fact. that’ the principal 
musicians were receiving "ineomes 
‘averaging $350 monthly, while the 
others were getting average incomes 
of $200 or even Jess, on which It was 
pointed out, most of them had to sup- 
port their “familie 

Distressing Conditions: 

‘A. member of the committee said 
the musicians were living under dlis= 
tressing conditions and were scarcely 
able 10 Keep body and soul together 
‘and had to resort to charity in case 
of sickness, "Despite this deplorable 
‘Situation, “it was emphasized, the 
musicians were loyally carrying on. 
But now it was felt that things had 
‘come to such pass, that they were 
hot able to do so any longer. 

It Was also stated by the committee 
that reference wax made to the con: 
siderable sacrifices whieh the muisic- 
janswere called upon to make in 
adhering to a standard of pay set in 
1990, to. keep. within the 1940 budget 
of the Couneil, providing $200,000 for 
the band, whieh, it was pointed out, 
‘was the tame allowance as in 1996, 

Reference was macle to the prevail- 
ing. misconception that musicians 
were augmenting their pay by private 
earnings. I was stated that out of 
44 musicians only four or five were 
having anything in the nature of per~ 
manent. private engagements. Most

To the Editor of the 
‘“Nonnt-Cuxa Dany News" 

‘Smt shall be very much obliged 
if you could allow me some space 
to communicate an answer to your 
contributor’ signing A Frexcut Orvicrs. 

T have read with interest your ar- 
ticle "Enough Marshal” Petain” 
Published yesterday in French and 
English in this newspaper, T take 
the liberty to give you my opinion 
on what you have written. We are 
foo far, and for the time being too 
Isolated, from France, to be able to 
pass an’ impartial judgment on events 
Which seem to us ulterly incompre- 
hensible. In your article, you make 
fone side to bear the blame for all 
the mistakes, when, in all fairness, 
it must be admitted that both sides 
have committed, ia the past few 
years, numerous and costly ‘mistakes, 
Tn particular, your write “Have they 
not’ (our British friends) proclaimed 
that their frontier was on the Rhine.” 
‘Yes, it is true that Mr. Stanley 
Baldwin, then Prime Minister, made 
‘such a declaration in 1935 or i996 in 
speech in the House of Commons. 
But since that date, till September 
1939, have the British Government 
made every effort to put this declara- 
tion into action, by relentless work 
bbring thelr war machine anything 
Jnear the one of our common enemy. 
In all frankness, it must be admitted 
by all, that it has not been done. 
‘Well, this is not the time to squabble 
about past mistakes made by both 
‘countries. 

Personally, I think, like you, 
France should not have signed” an 
infamous armistice, but earry on the 
struggle, possibly | from somewhere 
jn her " Empire. You accuse Mar- 
shal Petain of sowing dissension 
‘amongst our countrymen, T am afraid 
‘your article may do it amongst those 
residing in Shanghai, Where more’ 
than any other place, we must stand 
united with our ally, You should 
not have written, for publication in 
the press, such ‘an indictment of 
Marshal Pelain’s actions, which arc, 
unfortunately for the aged warrior, 
the result of all the mistakes and 
misdeeds committed in the past by

But, to tel the truth, your ariux 
ments! are a little contradictory; for 
instance, you admit the shame which 
all decent Frenchmen must feel at 
the news of an armistice which you 
yourself describe as infamous, and 
et you say that one should not pass 
Judgment on it, or on cerlain other 
happenings, without fuller detai 

Again, you defend Marshal Petain 
‘both as’ “leader” and as “the (ool of 
‘2 certain party”; no one grieves more 
Sincerely ‘than T'do that his name 
should have been exploited as a salve 
fo uneasy consciences; the old man 
desorved better than that, 

‘Moreover you put into my mouth 
sentiments which. T did not express. 
Far from seeking to divide our coun- 
trymen T want to see them united in 
‘a common will to carry on the fight, 
by the side of the friends who have 
promised us, in spite of the disaster 
which “has ‘befallen us, thelr con 
tinued support in restoring “our 
country’s independence, 

‘Which is the real Frenchman—he, 
who out of a spirit of acquiescence, 
laziness, self-interest or cowardice 
suibmits and aecepts, or he who wants 
to save whatever can be saved, while 
awaiting the opportunity of rebulld~ 
ing. his country. with patient effort, 
fand renewed sacrifices, helped and 
comforted by the knowledge of our 
friends" generosity?

What Happened in Alsace ? 


To the Editor of the 
“Normit-Cutxa Datwy News” 
Sin-—When in 1671 conquered 
France was forced to code Alsace 
Lorraine to Germany the unhappy 
residents in those two cherished pro- 
Vinees submitted to their sad fate 
with an admirable stoicism, but with- 
Out ceasing to give proof of thelr 
hhighest patriotism. Attached more 
than ever to mutilated France, they 
spared ‘no oceasion to manifest their 
fervent love. for . their county. 
During the 47 years of the separation 
the National Fete of July 14 offered 
to the people of Alsace and Lorraine 
the oceasion to bear witness to thelt 
lunshakable fidelity and to express 

their hope for deliverance. 

‘This was not an casy thing under 
the heel of the Germans, always 
ready to take steps against acts of 
patriotism (even though it was an 
‘anodyne and relatively. supportable 
compared with the regime instituted 
by Nazism) and it was always neces- 
sary to act with cunning and disero- 
tion, ‘Those who lived during theie 
infancy in the two sacrifleed pro- 
vines. preserve moving momorles of 
‘the annual ceremony piously organ- 
ized in the very heart of the exiled 
French families. At dawn on July 14 
jn each French house, with curtains 
‘drawn and doors closed, the principal 
room was decorated ‘with one or 
several tricolour flags, bound. with 
crepe, brought out for the occasion 
from hiding places where thoy hat 
been carefully lodged during the 
rest of the year. At the appointed 
hour alt the members of one family, 
old and young, mot before the sacred 
‘and cherished’ emblems. to pray, to 
sing softly “The Marseillaise;” and to 
utter in chorus the ery. “Vive Ja 
France.” “It was a moving ceremony 
by reason of its simplicity, its in- 
Aimacy, and its dignity. 

It is, then, in this spirit that the 
coming July'14 should be celebrated 
by the expatriated French, Let us 
weep for those who lave” died for 
thelr country, pray for them, for all 
those of whom one is without news, 
forsaking all personal interests and 
sacrificing everything for gravely 
wounded Franee, who lives and. will 
be born again. Is not this the duty 
which all Frenehmen should under= 
stand, and should follow ? 

‘Yes, communicate simply, intimate- 
Jy, on July 14, in an act of faith and 
hope, but no’ more libations while 

horribly wounded, whose 
soll is practically three: 
‘occupied by the enemy, 
writhes under sufferings atrocious, 
morally and physically. 

Nover forget that since June 24, 
1940, and as long as she is not tree,

home or in Canada, 


It appears that the despatch of 
volunteers direct to England is not 
‘encouraged, but on good authority it 
is reported that enlistment in 
Canada or Australia for eventual 
service in England or the Mediter~ 
‘arean would be welcomed as there 
is actually a shortage of man-power 
in those Dominions, In India there 
fare also facilities for enlistment ns 
‘Well as for the commissioning of off- 
cers, In Kenya there is stated to be 
fn rent demand for men to join| 
the local forces and in Hongkong 2ue 
Singapore man-power has already] 
been mobilized, 

It is only too obvious that here! 
in Shanghai there are scores if net 
hundreds of young British subjects 
who could be spared now immediate- 
ly and who indeed ought to be train- 
ing for war service instead of hang 
ing about in unimportant minor jobs: 
which can be done by others. ‘This! 
war of life or death for Britain and 
the Empire has been already going! 
fon for nearly 11 months, Is that 
Fealiz0d? Moreover it tikes many] 
‘months to train a modern soldier, 
and airman, 

Tt is easy to blame our authorities 
for this state of affairs and 1. do 
blame them partially because they| 
have been promising action for a 
ong time, but officials will act quick 
ly if thero is a violent demand for 
speed, and in my opinion, the lack 
of drive, Initiative, 
rdventure on the part of the majority 
of the Britishers here of warservice 
‘age (under 38) is far more blame- 
worthy, ‘They seem prepared to sit 
back and Jet others run things for 
them, Why don’t they get to work 
themselves? ‘They will no doubt get 
plenty of support from the United 
Services Association and the BRA, 
if they push hard enough,

T'now pass to the consideration of 
the points of defence raised by the 
defendants in this action.

What am dealing 
‘with is an aetion at Inw by covenan= 
tees to recover moneys due upon a 
covenant which Is itself perfeet in 
aw. Every. agreement under hand 
and seal carries a consideration upon 
the face of it and will support an 
sselion at law, For these reasons. 1 
consider Meek v, Ketttewell (supra) 
‘and the eases on the same lines not 
to. be in point. 

11 is then said on behalf of the 
oefendants. that the covenant con- 
tained in Clauses 2 and 3 of the Deed 
of Trust was entered Into by the de- 
fendants subject to the provisions of 
the Tientsin Municipal Regulations 
‘ond to cdetain implied conditions, 
namely :

ies, “that intention will prevail 
fayainst the obvious and ordinary. 
eating of the words. And where the 
fiteral construction would lead to an 
absurd result, and the words used are 
capable of being interpreted so as to 
avoid this result, the literal construc 
tion will be abandoned. So, too, con 
siderations of inconvenience may be 
‘pdmitied when the construction of 
the document is ambiguous. But if 
the intention is clearly and unequivoe- 
ally expressed then, however eaprici- 
fous it'may be, the Court is bound by 
Wt, unless it is plainly controlled by 
other parts of the instrument, (fume 
%, Rundell (1924) 2 Sim. and Stuart 
Y74 per Leach V.-C. at p. 177; 17 Di 
720). Hienee the following 
nstruing all written ine 
struments the grammatical and ordin- 
ary. sense of the words is to be 
adhéred to, unless that would lead to 
Jsome absurdity, or some repugnance 
for inconsisteney with the Fest of the 
istrument, in which ease the gram- 
‘matical and ordinary’ sense of the 
‘words may be modified, s0 as to avoid. 
that absurdity and inconsistency, but 
no further. (Grey v. Pearson (857) 
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worth L. C. at p. 18; 17 Digest 266, 
786), Taking this Deed of ‘Trust as a 
whoie Iam forced to the opinion that 
ino absurdity repugnanee or inconsist- 
‘ency arises by adhering to the gram- 
matical and ordinary sense of the 
Words contained in Clauses 2 and 3, 
The clear intention of the parties, as 
it'scems to me, was that the defend- 
‘ants were to pay to the plaintiffs in 
eech year sums of money (to quote 
the Words of the then chairman's 
speech at the annual general meeting 
‘of April 17, 1929. already mentioned) 
“arrived at! ina definite and logical 
manner." Nor ean I find in the Tien 
{sin Munleipal Regulations anything 
which expressly or impliedly qualifies 
the obligation of the defendants to 
make these annual payments, On the 
contrary Reg, XIXA repeats in man- 
Gatory terms (inter alla) the wording 
‘of Clauses 2 and 3 of the Deed of 
‘Trust. It follows, in my view, that the 
cavenant contained in these Clauses 
2-and 3 cannot be read as being sub- 
ject to any implied conditions. More- 
over, in this action I have to. deal 
With’ the question of the defendants’ 
alleged ability in law under the 
covenant; and extraneous matters! 
suchas the manner in which the 
munleipal revenue should be applied, 
or the supplies which the clectors may 
ee Mt to pass and vote at their an~ 
hiual general meetings, or the amount 
required for the efficient and economi- 
fal conduet of the Tientsin Grammar 
Schoo! are, in my opinion, quite 
irrelevant to the real Issue, ‘The de~ 
fendants have pleaded that the 
‘municipal revenue whieh they have 
been and are authorised by the elec 
tors ond by the Regulations to collcet 
have not been and are not suflcient, 
having regard to their other municipal 
‘obligations, to provide for the pay- 
‘ment of the moneys which the plai 
ifs claim, This, It scems to me, is 
‘only another way of saying thai a 
arict “adherence to the forms of 
Clauses 2 and 3 of the Deed of Trust 
Fras been and is causing the defend= 
ants hardship, But surely a risk of 
hardship must be present whenever 0 
contracting party, whose income is in 
fone currency, enters into a covenant 
ide futuro, extending over a tyact of 
time which on the face of the instru 
ent Is Indefinite and unlimited, and 
linderlakes to pay to the other con 
treeting party annual sums (0 be eal= 
culated on the basis of an entirely 
‘distinct curreney. In Llanelly Railway, 
‘and Dock Co. v. London and 
Worth Western Railway Co, (875, 
LR, 7 H.L. 850), a caso in which 
the House of Lords was considering 
the provision of an agreement which 
Was permanent and not, terminable, 
Lord Cairns LC. said (at p. 501): 

‘Cases of hardship In the working of 
fan agteoment of this kind were suse 
gested by the learned counsel for the 
fappellants.....t was for the parti 
when they’ entered into this agree 
ment, {o consider. whether the agree 
Ment would, in its working, expose 
them to the possibility of hardship or 
rot {f hardship should arise from the 
Working of the agreement, and if the 
‘agreement ts not according to its con~ 
struction terminable, the’ agreement 
must be got rid of, not by the parties 
Breaking their contract, but by an 
‘appeal to some higher power, namely 
4 Parliamentary power.” These wor 
T think, are in point here. If the de- 
fendants are suffering this hardship, 
their appeal should be to His Majesty's 
‘Ambassador. 

Finally it is said on behalf of the 
defendants that this Docd of ‘Trust 
oes not conform to the requirements 
fof the Mortmain and Charitable Uses 
‘Acts and iy therefore void. Tt is sute 
ficient, 1 think, to state my considered 
opinion that the Mortmain and Chari- 
{able Uses Acts are statutes relating 
to matters and oxisencles peculiar 10 
the local condition of Bngland and 
which aro not adapted to the cireum= 
Hlanees of this country; and. that 
therefore they are not applicable. tn 
China under the provisions of Article 
YO4 of the China Order in Council, 
1925. (Vide 4 Hailsham p. 160 para 
‘218, and the eases therein cited.) 

For these reasons the defendants, in 
my Judiment, are liable in law under 
their covenant, and there must be 
judgment for ‘the plaintifts in sum

Mr, K. B. News 
man, who represented the complain« 
ant,’ sald Mr, Jenkin was a Diesel 
engineer expert and was the highest 
Paid member of the floating staff of 
‘Mollers Ltd, which counsel remark- 
Jed, had caused considerable jealousy 
fon the part of other members of the 
same staff. Mr. Jenkin, counsel said, 
has had trouble with’ the captain, 
from time to. time. 

‘After describing the incident as a

taken place, Mr. Jenkin in reply 
to a lelter, called at the office of 
the company. He met the defendant,

INQUEST ON WILLIAAL AIILLER HARVIE, 
Before Mr, C. I. Haines, 1.3. Coroner 
Shanghai, July 12. 

‘Three witnesses gave evidence be- 
fore Mr. C. H. Haines, the Registrar, 
sitting as coroner in HAM. Police 
Court yesterday afternoon, at the 
resumption of the inquest on the 
body of Mr. Adam of the re- 
venue “department of the Council, 
who died recently in unusual cir- 
‘cumstances. The proceedings are ex- 
peeled to be concluded this afternoon. 

‘Medical evidence wax furnished by 
Dr. W. G. Anderson of the General 
Hospital, ‘who said he conducted a 
post’ mortem examination on the 
body on July 3. There were severe 
burns in the abdomen and throat. 
He concluded that death was due to 
eyanide poisoning, introduced into the 
body in liquid form. ‘The severity of 
the buen suggested that a large 
quantity of the poison had been 
taken. ‘There was no suzgestion that 
Ht was forcibly administered, judging, 
from the burning of the lips. 

‘Mr. L. H. Barton, chief analyst of 
the Couneil's Public Health Depart- 
ment, was the next witness. On July 
4, he’ said, he examined certain speci 
mens which he received from Dr. 
Anderson, labelled specimens from 
M. Adam, Witness raid he found 
evidence of the presence in the speci 
mens of cyanide, adding that the 
total amount of ‘cyanide recovered 
from the specimens was 282 grains. 
In reply to the coroner, witness said

Deceased, he said, 
produced a glass tumbler, filled it 
‘with warm Chinese tea, into which 
he poured some. white substance 
from a small boltle, and stirred the 
contents with a penholder, 

Deceased drank off some of the 
contents of the solution, witness 
paid, and. then’ leaned against. a 
Window.

Mr. Haines discarded 
the possibility of deceased taking the 
eyanide in mistake for bicarbonate of 
soda which he was in the habit of 
taking. by the method in whieh he 
had administered the eyanide to him. 
self. He also thought that death must 
have followed very quickly. He was 

jed that the dase was self-ad- 
‘ministered. 

‘The following rider was added to! 
the verdict: 

"It seems to be a very dreadful 
state of affairs here that persons can 
purchase without any difficulty what- 
oever such dangerous. substances. as 
sodium oF potassium eyanidle. We 
hhave heard it in evidence this after- 
noon that the ounce bottle of s0- 
called potassium cyanide can be pur. 
chased for the sum of 85 cents. Tt 
fappears that no record was kept of 
‘the sale other than an ordinary bill 
Jentered in the purchasing book. 

“It seems also. that no enquiries 
were made as to the reason for the 
purchase of the dangerous substance. 
T would strongly urge that steps be 
taken to control the sale of noxious 
substances. In England these sub- 
stances cannot be purchased until 
afier careful enquiries have been 
made from the purchaser, who then 
has (o sign a register kept specially 
for the purpose. 














“It appears that the Council al- 
though not having such an elaborate 
machinery as in England, could under 
the powers conferred upon them by 
Byclaw 34, form regulations to. re- 
late the fale of poisons and noxious 
substances. Possibly had some stich 
regulations been enforeed this 
tunate man might have been 
Je to procure the means with 
which to end his life. 


“I strongly urge that some such 
step as T have indicated shotild be 
taken for the protection of the eom- 
munity at large. T ought to add that 
I do not-want it to be thought for a 
moment that I am criticizing some 
very reputable firms who take every 
precaution in such eases. T am just 
dealing with ‘firms such as those 
who came before this inquest.” 

Six witnesses were called yesterday 
the first being: Probationary Sergeant 
H, K. Stangaard who ave evidence 
of the enquiries he made at number 
twelve pontoon offlee of the Revenue 
Department where deaeased was en 
ployed and where he was stated to 
have taken the eyanide, On arrival 
at the scene, witness said, another 
police officer’ handed him’ a” glass 
tumbler and a bottle which he identi- 
fied in court.

Of the many articles which have been 
writien on the subject of the French National 
Day, this is the saddest, In the past they 
have been written in ‘the dark days of 
the lust war, in the hopeful atmosphere of 
1918, in the carly days of a glorious peace, 
and latterly in years when the catastrophe, 
Which has now befallen Europe, was anti 
cipated. ‘Today “a stricken nation will ob- 
serve the festival, in sorrow, Encourage 
ment to make these remarks is to be found 
in a telegram from Havas stating that. the 
French in London will commemorate their 
national holiday in a manner befitting the 
circumstances. A guard of honour formed| 
from among French soldiers, sailors, and 
‘men, who are continuing their fight against 
the Axis Powers, will be posted today before 
the Cenotaph, General de Gaulle will at~ 
tend the Cenotaph service, and lay a wreath| 

its foot, while a similar ceremony will 
ike place’ before the statue of the late Mar- 
shal Foch hero of the last war. Probably in 
many French homes the ceremony which 
used fo take pliee in Alsace and Lorraine, so 
aptly and touchingly described by a con 
tribtor to yesterday's correspondence 
columns, will take place. Perhaps even in un 
‘occupied France there will be quiet observance 
of the day in a determination that come what| 
may the spirit of France shall not be allowed 
to flag. It is certain that abroad Frenchmen, 
whose loyally to all that for which thelr 
country stood, and, despite appearances,” still 
stands, will mark the day, not with rejoicing, 
but with quiet confidence that the future! 
shall bring changes, and that the glory 
which is. still that of France shall continue! 
to shine unsullied in the centuries which are! 
to come. ‘There has been done in recent days: 
fa great deal which whs grievously inevitable. 
None regret it more than the British who 
defence of what is still a common eause,— 
for democratic freedom must still be the! 
mutual aim of the British and Freneh| 
peoples;—had to execute grave decisions with| 
pain in their hearts, and great grief that it 
had to be. ‘That sorrow is all the heaviet 
because no matter what mistakes might have 
been maile in the field of battle, no matter| 
what errors of judgment might’ have been 
committed, the fact remains that the world 
has witnessed the superb gallantry of the| 
French soldier and sailor, whose fight against} 
overwhelming odds has covered them with 
an epic glory. 

‘There must be no mistake about it, no 
thinking Briton, indeed no one not prejudiced 
bby one or other of the various ideologies, ean| 
have anything but the greatest admiration: 
for the manner in which the French people 
have conducted themselves, the services and 
the civilians alike, “Between the British 
people and the French there can be no eriti~ 
eism ; that can be left to history. Instead, 
‘at ledst as far as the British are concerned, 
and most certainly: so far as a large propo 
tion of the French people also, there remai 
those sume bonds of sympathy ind friendship 



























































whieh have lasted these Inst forty years of 
ulmost unending struggle—for the last peace} 
was merely it surecase from war,—and which 


it may be confidently expected will continue! 
to exist. That must be so in order’ th: 
what is planned against them shall be de- 
feated. And what is planned against them ? 
It can be put in words applicable to this day. 
‘The Axis powers are endeavouri 
i spiritual Bastille whose ominous yrey 
towers, like those which were torn down in 
Paris, shall overshadow the whole of Europe| 
and eventually the whole world. It is a 
Bastille of fear, of hatved, of all that is hide 
tous in the eyes of peoples who have struguled 
throughout the centuries for freedom. It is 
a Bastille of {errorism, of slavery and of every 
neyation of those things for which genera- 
tions of men have willingly given of their 
blood. I is a Bastille more horrible in its 
conception than that yrey mass whieh domin= 
ated Paris, and as this latter was captured| 
it razed on July 14, 1789, so will this thing 
which the enemy is) endeavouring to con- 
struct be destroyed, and its terror banished 
fyom the lives of men. It is in that faith 
that the British, and those French who re- 
miin loyal to their ideals,—and amongst those 
inust be ineluded those in Franee itself who 
ave foreed 10 bow {0 circumstanees,—those 
who are still permitted liberty of action, 
continue thelr struggle, 

‘There will be no bronze column, crowned 
with the gilded gure of the yenius of liberty 
to mark the place where this thing, 
which the Germans and Ialians are trying 10 
build, stood, but instead above its ruins—for 
ruins they shall be—the sun of freedom, of 
equality, and brotherhood shall again shine. 
It may be asked why in this dark hour these 
things are written. ‘They are not mere empty 
words, ‘They are dictated by that faith’ 
which’ moveth mountains, that faith which’ 
refuses to aecept the idea of defeat, a faith 
whic I bring liberty to France and 
freedom to all those people who have becn 

ibjected to all the hidcousness which the: 
distorted minds of the Nazis have been able 
to invent for the people who have ineurred 
their haved. It is in that faith that the 
Dritish Empire, und those peoples who are 
























































stil fighting by its side, will continue to) 
fight until vielory brings rescue to them all. 
Avis in the determination that Europe shall’ 
be liberated from the chains in which the 
Dictators would enslave it, that France, Bel- 
gium, Holland, Denmark,” Norway, Poland, 
Czechoslovakia, and indeed all those other 
persecuted peoples shall be allowed to work 
out their own destinies, that the fight will 
be continued. It is a fight worth fighting, 
the fruits of vietory so rich, the penalty of 
defeat so terrible! There is not one person 
who believes in Democracy who will not say 
with Danton “que mon nom soit fletri; que 
Ja France soit libre! It is to be regretted 
that some quarters locally have thought ft to 
indulge in criticism of the French in this 
hour of grave trial. AM that need be said 
about it is that it is as tactless as it is 
Matulent. ‘The local French community can 
rest assured that the deepest sympathy, the 
Keennest friendship and admiration is feit by 
the majority of Britons for them in Shanghai. 
Indeed that is true all over the world, and 
while it may not be possible to tender, to 
them the the same felicitous sentiments’ of 
previous years, they may rest assured that 
no effort shall be spared that in the years to 
ome the happiness of the past shall again 
be France's. 

















ALONG THE HIGHWAYS 


July 10.—To continue our stroll in the aero- 
drome area, We explored many plantations of 
trees, after leaving the man with the septic knee, 
and found much of interest to nature. lovers. 
‘The plantations were obviously planted as 
nurseries at one time but they have not received 
much attention for many years, There were 
‘Junipers by the thousand. ‘This evergreen Is 
hot favourite of ours by 

‘matter of fact we have removed hundreds from 
gardens and planted the broad-leaved Laurel 
im their place. The Juniper is nol unattractive 
in its young singe, but it grows very legay and 
it collects all the cust in the neighbourhood. On 
the other hand, the Laurel isa much better 
sereen shrub and, as the leaves are large, they 
‘are washed every time rain falls. At Christmas| 
time, Juniper branches are in demand for house 
decoration; it Is not a pleasure to handle them 
however for the prickly necdle-shaped leaves 
have a nasty habit of entering our fingers and 
they cause a rash to appear on some persons. 
‘The (ree combines well with other shrubs and 
‘we are compelled to use it for this purpose. The 
berries are very useful also for we are told that 
“they innpart the peculiar flavour to Gin". We 
‘are not sure whether that before-tifin favourite 
has a peculiar flavour oF not. Oil of Juniper is| 
obtained from one of the species. We observed 
2 group of Allanthus glandulosa in full Dower, 
‘The tower Is not particularly attractive but it 
4g effective in mass. The Tree of Heaven, as 
this tree is commonly called, is very stately’ 
‘and it is often seen planted atong avenues. It 
hax two major faults: (1) ‘The flowers emit a 
most disagreeable dour, and as they are pro- 























duced in large branched terminal clusters, 
the smell can be strong. (2) The 
pollen "ix said” to eause catarthal troubles 

the planting of male flowering trees in 





positions close to houses occupied. by persons 
Fubjeet to colds is not advisable. There is, of 
course, the simple remedy: remove all flower 
Duds as soon as they appear.—W.t.. 

July 12—Quite close to the Ailanthus re- 
ferred to in these notes on July 10, we saw 
‘8 beautiful Albizzia, or Mimosa, as it ix called 
The tree was rowing in a group screen- 
Ing @ number of houses, and from a distance of 
about 500 yards the flowers appeared to be a 
meh deeper red. than usual: closer investiga 
Mion revealed that it was the usual type. The 
‘mass of bloom must have been the cause of 
the reddish effect: it ix seldom that we sce a 
tree x0 covered with flowers, ‘There were a few 
Stereulia pletanifolia in flower in the same 
‘eroup, ‘wees were numerous "and 
these 8 good crop of berries in a 
suitable condition for. the pea-shooter anus. 
Chinese Elms were there also as well as Afetia, 
[Broussonetia and Liquidamber trees. We admired 
‘8 specimen Gleditsia near by. as near perfect 
‘as It is possibile to see this tree: it was lterally 
‘covered with seed pods hanging Hike huge beans 
from the branches, these made the tee Took 
very attractive. We also noticed a plantation of 
Chinese oaks and Dalbergia, this must have 
formed part of the nurseries referred {0 pre- 
viously, We strolled into a fairly dense clump 
‘of bamboo: a grave mound was hidden away in- 
‘side and we were rewarded for our trouble by 
nding some very interesting ferns and dozens 
fof species of wild plants; some of the ferns were 
very decorative and worthy of a place gin our 
gardens. There was also plenty of Liriope’ minor. 
or Chinese grass, as the gardener calls it: this 
is a uscfal plant for planting in those places 

‘our gardens where other things. will “not 
grow. We saw two rusty hand grenades of the 
polato masher type lying ina ditch and these 
We left lying peacefully where we found them. 
‘There were a few brambles growing along the 
ditch and plenty of those wild flowers we like 
to see, We returned from our stroll more con- 
vineed than ever that our gardens could be 
made much more interesting by an oceasional 
colleeting trip along the country highways, pro. 
viding we keep a sharp lookout for stray’ hand 
grenades when off the beaten track We.

In 
ancient Rome, the walnut was used in marriage 
‘ceremonies, the newly married couple being 
required to throw. walnuts amongst thelr 
friends and. relatives to show that they had 
bbegun to take life seriously and had discon- 
tinued childish practices. “Tommy” says that he

STRAY NOTES

ig the large bird with the resounding name of 
Botaurus stellaris stelleris ‘one of the few 
beautiful selentife names at our disposal) and 
fs one of the Herons which: normally feed. in 
marshes and rivers on eels, frogs, snails et 
‘but which will in ease of necd resort to drier 
[ground where there are grasshoppers and other 
Insects. “It was hardly ‘a compliment to. my 
vegetable garden to find such a bird feeding 
there, but it had perhaps been attracted to it 
by the fact that 1 had Just given ita much- 
needed splash of water in the cool of the even. 
fing. One of the peculiarities of the Bittern 
(and all others of the Heron family) is that 
they have powder-down patches on the sides of 
the breast and rump, and the possible uses of 
such ‘powder has been much discussed by 
Jornithologists all over the world. It was not, 
Jn fact, until 1932 that one. Lord William Pere 
In a lecture before the British Ornithologists 
Club gave anything like a real explanation, 
According to Lord Perey one of the main 
Jarticles of dict of the Bittern Cin particular) 
consists ‘of eels which are slimy. and which 
consequently sully the birds" plumage: 30 
Herons and Bitlerns, being proud of their clean 
feathers, have through the ages cultivated the 
powder patches hich they use Cin thelr bills) 
fo clean away the slime after a day's feoding 
fon eels. This theory is now generally accepted,
